Wednesday mailed lo eacli of the 
league's 4(K)-i)|us players a co’jjv of 
the owners' “final proposal" in 
wluil he stiid uns an effort to s,ive 
the season. 

Wednesday iiighi. llie players' 
union was'lielieved lo be consirler- 
ing allowing the full memlvcrship 
to vole on it. For union leadership, 
that would be a change of tactics. 

Billy Hunter, head of the Na- 
iional‘Ba.sketlmll Flayers AsM>da- 
tion.'said Muhday that the 19- 
member negotiating committee 
had voted lutanimously not to sul> 
mil the proposal to the entire 


A'dat l.iicr, iiiiioti 
president Patrick Fwing told Fox 
-Js'eivs Sponsnet-llui.if.any playec-- 
wanicd to vole, "lell ‘eni to call 
me." 

Stem, who has said he will rec- 
ommend lliui the season be can- 
celed Jan. 7 if the labor impas.se 
isn't settled by then, Werinesday 
reiterated his call fur a vote. 

"Tile consecpiences of (cancel- 
ing tile season! will be so cata- 


strophic to your members that 
simple fairness suggests that they 
be given a chance lo be heard." 
Stem said in a letter to Hunter. 

"Accordingly, we request and 
strongly urge that you put the 
NBA's final offer to a vote of the 
- entire union membership." 

Whether ilw players assodatiorr 
would oblige wasn't clear 
Wednesday. 

Stem, saying he has addressed 
the needs of the “vast majority" 
of players, dciaUed the league's 
willingness to accept 10 percent of 
a player’s salary being put into 
escrow to curtaU owners’ spend- 
ing. The league originally had 
insisted on 15 percenc 

Hu also sam mat me i»agiu» h«c

over die salary cap. as opposed to 
having to pay the minimum salary 
only.

AURORA, Ore. (AP) — Presr 
idem Clinton voiced concern 
Wednesday as Orel’s Dooding

Firefighters soambled to help 
men on rowboats hoist two, 
saucer-eyed, soggy animab fnxn 
tangled brush after they were car- 
ried 500 yards downstream 1^* the 
swollen Pudding River east of 
Salem. 

“They were out there swim- 
ming for hours, treading water,” 
said rancher David Cantwdl after 
hb friends saved two of hb three 
Uaaas that were swept away.

Paul Deshler, a 32ryear-old 
Flagstaff-based computer special- 
bt, qpcm tho Ur two years help- 
ing the Kavasuapi and Hualapai 
tribes install computer nctvs-orks 
xomplete-with Iniemei connec- 
tions arid web pages. 

To get the computers lo Supai. 
the Havasupoi Tribe's headquar- 
ters, Deshler and others had to 
strap them on the back of mules 
and hike into the depths of 
Havasu Canyon, a side canj-on to 
the Grand Canyon. There’s a 
road Co Peach Springs, the 
Hualapai Tribe’s headquarters, 
so it wasn’t nearly so challen^ng 
there. 


For hb efforts while working 
for thf Colorado PUieau Field 
Station, Deshler received this 
year’s U3.

Crews clear U.S. 95 mudslides 


BONNERS FERRY (AP) — 
Like a wound that won’t himL the 
North Hill has started bleeding 
mud again, blocking traffic on 
U.S. Highway 95. 

The Tuesday mudslide was 
minor, however, and workers 
quickly cleared the debris off the 
roadway. The slide occurred at 
the site of the rebuilt section of 
liigJuvay.
